Horse  Racing  Coirsiission  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  period  commencing 
on  January  1,  1967;  to  and  including  December  31,  1967. 

The  1967  Racing  Season  was  comprised  of  sixty  (6u)  racing  days  and  resulted 
in  a total  Mutual  Handle  of  $1,262,970.00  representing  an  increase  of  3.8% 
over  the  year  1966.

A total  of  677  persons  were  employed  by  Racing  Associations;  the  total  attend- 
ance was  119,762  and  the  sum  of  $13$, 899. $0  was  paid  in  purses  to  horsemen.  A 
largo  percentage  of  the  money  paid  to  horsemen  is  retained  in  Montana,  for  pay- 
ment of  transportation,  lodging  and  food,  and  largest  of  all  is  the  money  spent 
by  everyone  who  derives  his  income  from  racing  in  simple  purchases  which  he 
must  make  everyday  from  which  our  local  citizens  benefit  and  profit. 


A total  of  1196  licenses  were  issued  to  persons  connected  with  racing,  1$  track 
licenses  and  337  color  reg is tr ations,  yielding  a total  of  $$,908.00.  Before 
3uch  persons  were  issued  a license  they  were  thoroughly  screened.  Eight  per- 
sons were  fined,  and  seven  persons  were  suspended  for  violations  of  the  Law, 
or  Rules  aid  Regulations  set  forth  by  the  Commission.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  report  the  continuing  increase  of  the  racing  pro- 
gram in  Montana.  Of  all  phases  of  racing  in  our  State,  it  is  especially  noted 
the  increase  in  quantity  and  quality  of  purebred  horses  raised  in  Montan',  also 
horses  brought  in  to  our  State  for  breeding  purposes.  A total  of  215  races  or 
U3.17  percent  of  all  races  in  1967  were  won  by  Montana  bred  horses,  resulting 
in  payment  of  33,285.02  to  the  breeders  of  such  horses.  Breeders  Awards  as 
guaranteed  by  House  Bill  U89,  will  provide  a greater  incentive  to  improve  the 
quality  of  Montana  bred  horses. 


The  Montana  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  Diagnostic  Laboratory  of  Bozeman,  again 
made  its  services  available  to  test  all  saliva  and  urine  samples  for  the  pres- 
ence of  drugs.  During  the  past  year  there  were  h98  samples  collected  from 
race  horses  end  chemically  processed  through  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory  for  the 
Commission.  Tnere  were  six  positive  tests  and  nine  suspicious  of  drugs . This 
service  aided  immeasurably  in  maintaining  the  high  standard  of  racing  in  Mon- 
tana . 


Film  Patrol  was  introduced  in  1967  for  the  first  time  in  Montana  by  Fred 
Williams  of  Williams  Camera  Shop,  Butte,  Montana,  and  was  used  at  Miles  City, 
Fort  Benton,  Shelby,  Billings  and  Kaliepell.  This  was  a great  aid  to  the 
Stewards  in  determining  infractions  during  the  running  of  races. 

The  Montana  Horse  Racing  Commission  joined  the  National  Association  of  State 
Racing  Commissioners  and  is  proud  to  be  a member  of  this  organization  with 
headquarters  in  Lexington,  Kentucky.  The  principal  purpose  of  the  Association 
is  to  serve  as  a central  exchange  for  all  rulings  and  information  and  racing 
activities.  The  NASRC  also  encoura  ges  the  adoption  by  State  Racing  Commissions 
of  uniform  procedures  and  reciprocity  in  enforcing  rules  and  regulations  and 
penalties . 

Due  to  insufficient  revenue  secured  from  racing  for  the  Commission  to  operate 
for  a full  year,  it  was  necessary  to  request  an  appropriation  for  the  biennium 
ending  June  30,  1967.  Since  race  meets  are  held  during  the  Spring  and  Summer 
months,  the  remaining  months  are  filled  with  correspondence,  rulings,  educa- 
tion, review,  report-writing,  meetings,  filing,  studying  and  planning.  These 
functions  are  as  necessary  to  the  Commission  in  performing  its  duties  as  being 
at  the  race  track.  Upon  pass a;  e and  approval  of  the  House  Bill  26U,  the  Mon- 
tana Horae  Racing  Commission  was  able  to  take  care  of  the  deficit  incurred  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Commission’s  operation.
